According 
to the plans, the city will become the 
new administrative and financial 
capital of Egypt, housing the main 
government departments and 
ministries, as well as foreign 
embassies. On 700 square kilometres 
total area, it would have a population 
of 6.5 million people, though it is 
estimated that the figure could rise to 
seven million. Officially, a major 
reason for the undertaking of the 
project was to relieve congestion in 
Cairo, which is already one of the 
world's most crowded cities, with the 
population of Greater Cairo expected 
to double in the next few decades.

As with most non-recyclable 
waste, it ends up in the landfill and, 
as the land required for landfill 
becomes an increasingly scarce 
resource, we must find an 
alternative solution. Each year in 
the UK alone, 70-105 million 
tonnes of waste is created from 
demolishing buildings, and only 
20% of that is biodegradable. 
Perhaps one of the biggest 
architectural crazes within the last 
few years, bamboo projects. But 
why has it become so popular? 
Bamboo can grow up to four feet a 
day, regrows after harvesting and is 
two to three times stronger than 
steel. As plastic accumulates in our 
oceans and rivers, it has become 
urgent that we both reduce our 
consumption and find cleaner, 
biodegradable alternatives.
